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LONG DISTANCE IIACING. 



The two San Francisco tracks deserve credit 
for preserving long distance racing and their 
example might advantageously be imitated by 
the other racing organizations of the country. 
No races awake such interest in the patrons of 
racing as contests over a distance of ground. 
Associations go on the theory that owners 
object to sending their horses a long route, but 
how erroneous this idea is, is amply shown by 
the splendid entry list the Brighton Beach Cup 
•of this year has received. Let them ofifer sufti- 
oient money and they will quickly find out that 
there are horses in plenty that will be sent 
for it. 

The following from the Breeder and Sports- 
man is pertinent. It errs in stating that Mari- 
gold’s 7 :20i is the fastest time ever made by a 
mare, overlooking the fact that Lucretia Borgia 
holds the world’s record 7 :11, but is interesting 
as showing how Californians have always be- 
lieveil that horses should be trained to stay as 
well as to sprint. 

“As far back as 1852 there was long-distance 
racing in the Golden State. The gray mare 
'^Lola Montez won the first four-mile lieat race 
ever run here, as far as we can find out. Her 
best time was 8:00, ora mile every two minutes. 
There was no very notable long-distance races 
until 1859, when Ashland beat Owen Dale. 
Shortly thereafter a son of Belmont (Langford) 
evened up matters by easily defeating Ashland, 
one of the heats being in 7 :43J. There were 
many races in this section at two and three- 
mile heats, but few at four-mile heats. The 
famous races between Norfolk and Lodi in 1865 
were at two-mile heats and three-mile heats. 

“Thad Stevens, son of Langford (Ashland’s 
conqueror) was the first California bred horse 
to attract a great deal of attention to this sec- 
tion as a hprse breeding country. At Oakland, 
October 18, 1873, with 115 pounds, he beat the 
three-year-old Ballot Box, by Norfolk, a second 
heat of four miles in 7 :30, which is to this day a 
record. The following month Thad beat True 
Blue, Joe Daniels and Mamie Hall in the me- 
morable race at the Ocean House track, Joe 
Daniels winning one heat and True Blue break- 
ing down. No fast time was made. That track 
was not one to make world’s records over. 




side for A. B. Spreckels in 7:241, 97 pounds 
up. Little Bob won the four-mile race at 
lugleside in 1897 in 7:251, with 100 pounds 
in the saddle, and Schiller won the Thorn- 
ton Stake at the new Oakland track in 8:04i, 
with 109 pounds up, the track being deep 
in mud. This is the history of racing at four 
miles, and four mile heats in California, and as 
the Oakland track is one of the fastest in the 
world and in prime condition, we shall be dis- 
appointed if a new race record is not established 
this afternoon (February 19). 



A NKW JOCKKY. 

Little Jimmy Michael, the famous bicycle 
rider, has really determined to be a jockey if he 
can and has gone to Phil Dwyer’s stable at 
Gravesend to see what he can do as an exercise 
lad. Of this new venture Dwyer says : 

“Michael will not give up cycle racing, at any 
rato for the present, for he realizes fully that 
this is only an experiment. If, however, he 
does graduate as a jockey, he will probably be 
able to reduce his weight still further when he 
is not obliged to eat so much nutritious food in 
order to keep up his strength for long distance 
cycle racing. He says himself that he thinks 
he will be able to ride at 95 pounds, saddle, 
clothes and all. The strength that will be re- 
quired for riding horses in comparatively short 
races will not need nearly the same nutrition. 

“No papers are signed, nor will there be for 
the present. Michael will try the life and see 
how it suits him. He is to go to my stable at 
Gravesend tomorrow morning and will take up 
his quarters there. If he gets along all right I 
will give him every possible chance and the op- 
portunity to show what he can do on the best 
horses in my stable.” 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

The charges against Piggott have been dis- 
missed. Annie McNichols, a sister of the jockey, 
appealed before the board of stewards of the 
Jockey Club and denied that she had ever told 
any one that Piggott had ever said that he had 
pulled Moylan for spite. There was consider- 
able gossip about this story and the board of 
stewards held an investigation, which has re- 
sulted in the exoneration of Piggott. — San 
Francisco Chronicle. 

Capt. Sam Brown’s fine broodmare Matinee 
died a few days ago in giving birth to twins by 
Troubadour. Matinee was a bay mare by 
Buckdon— Kate Mattingly. In her turf career 
she was a fine performer, winning many races 
and as a broodmare she has to her credit the 
cracking good filly Performance. As she was 
only seventeen years old her loss may justly be 
deemed of magnitude. 

The meeting at Cumberland Park, Nashville, 
this spring will conflict with Newport but one 
day. The Nashville track opeiis on the same 
date that the Newport closes, which is May 3. 
After that the Nashville people will have clear 
sailing. “Curly” Brown will be the starter at 
both tracks. — Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The Board of Stewards of the Pacific Coast 
Jockey Club has refused the applications for 
reinstatement of Jockeys Earl Cochrane and 
Maynard. Owner J. H. Shields’ suspension has 
been reduced, and will expire March 15. Mar- 
quise has recovered from her throat ailment 
and is now being galloped.
